22d.—An 
elaborately planned canva‘8 to ascertain the 
opinions of the farm ers throughout the country 
on certain questions, has been conducted on an 
eqtensive scale for the Dast three m ouths by the 
agricultural press ot Springfield, in connection 
w ith other farm ing journals in the East an a 
West. 
Nearly 110,001 cards have been received 
in answer. The 
questions were on certain 
practical economic and political issues, includ­ 
ing their idea on the tariff, governm ent ow ner­ 
ship Of railroads and telegraph, etc. The final 
question was, "W ho should be the Republican 
and Democratic nom inees for the Presidency in 
1S9L’’ 7 he answers have been fully tabulated 
only so far as they relate to this last question, 
but enough has been done to show th at Fede­ 
ral aid to agricultural education and the teach­ 
ing at agricultural science in the rural public 
schools are overw helm ingly indorsed. 
The se d im en t regarding th e Government 
ow nership of railroads is quite evenly divided. 
Many who vote against such ow nership insist 
on Government supervision and a full control of 
the railroads. The views expressed as to the 
new tariff law, reciprocity, and the proposed 
modification of the National land policy are so 
diverse that it w ill be some days beiore they 
arc classified. 
In reierence to the vote for Presidential can­ 
didates, it is explained th at the journals inter- 
esited interpreted the November elections as 
meaniDg that the farm ers were weary of the 
old favorites and old m easures and dem anded 
new m en and new issues. 
Tnes9 journals, 
therefore, advocated Secretary Rusk and Con­ 
gressm an Hatch as 
proper "Republican and 
Dem ocratic staHdard bearers for 1892. In spite 
of this, however, the farm ers expressed tneir 
preference for Presidential candidates in the 
following m a n n e r:

Chicago. December 22.—Suits were begun to­ 
day by a num ber of other depositors in K ean's 
bank, who w ant the am ount oi their deposits 
returned, on th e ground th at the bank was in­ 
solvent when tbe deposits were m ade. At the 
S 
resent rate, if all tbe claim s of persons who 
spositad w ithin thirty days before suspension, 
are allowed, they prom ise’ to eat up nearly all 
the assets to the exclusion ol other creditors. 
Tbe assets continue to grow leas. It is now esti­ 
m ated th at the bills receivable, scheduled at 
8270,000, will not realize 1100,000. An investiga­ 
tion of the bank’s books shows, further, th at 
Mrs. Calver's account was overdraw n 83,300 and 
Morion Culver's account 86,600. 
Morton Culver appeared in Court this m orn­ 
ing and testified th at Mrs. Culver had an in­ 
terest in the bank to the am ouut of 835,000, and, 
as far asjte knew, there never had been a set­ 
tlem ent ol the partnership account, though he 
had endeavered to secure one. The witness be­ 
lieved the business profitable, but Kean con­ 
ducted it in an extravagant manHer, and could 
never be brought to m ake a statem ent of the 
condition of the bank till recently. 
Culver testified th at his wife's interest con­ 
sisted of mortgages and notes, on w hich the 
bank was only able to rea iza 87 000. Of these 
securities, 825 010 were Id the shape of notes 
and mortgages given by a m an nam ed Han- 
cbett, sim ply as accom m odation paper. The 
fact turned out th at Kean had included these 
acom m odation securities in his statem ent of 
assets to the Commercial Agency. It appeared, 
according to the testim ony of Cashier W arner, 
th at Kean had renew ed the paper for over 816,­ 
000, the only security Being land contracts. The 
books also showed th at Kean discounted his 
own papers of 832 000 and his wife's for 810,000. 
London (Ont.V December 22d.—The assign­ 
m ent of John Elliott & Son. m anufacturers of 
agricultural im plem ents is announced. There 
are considerable assets, but the losses w ill be 
great 
N ew O rlea n s, December 22d.—The creditors 
of V. & A. M eier m ade a statem ent to-day, 
showing the assets of the New Orleans and New 
York houses am ount to 81,757,000, and the lia­ 
bilities to 81,615,000. The firm has asked for one. 
two and three ye3rs' extension, prom ising to 
pay in full. 
Gu t h e ie (Okla.), December 221 —Chief Jus­ 
tice Green dteided this m orning that the as­ 
signm ent of the Com m ercial Bank was void. 
He will appoint a receiver.

December 22d.—A. Chapiifen' 
a well-known Indian scout, has returned from 
Nevada, where he w ent for the purpose of in ter­ 
viewing the so-called Messiah, in obedience to 
orders from General Gibbon. He first w ent So 
W alker Lake. Nevada, and talked w ith th v 
Piutes, w ho told him the Messiah had been re-- 
letviDg call*from ail the tribes in the West. 
Cbapm an found the Messiah at the West 
Fork of W alker river, in Nevada. Speaking oi 
hi* interview , Chapm an said: "T he Messiah, 
Quoits Ow, as he gives his nam e, is a full- 
blooded Piute Indian, and has always been 
peacefully disposed. He spoke freely of his call 
to preach. His first experience witli the Al­ 
m ighty was one afternoon w hile out hunting. 
H earing a noise, he started to learn its cause, 
when he was throw n to the ground from some 
unknow n cause. 
"H e w as then taken: to heaven, and there saw 
all the whites and Indians that haTe lived and 
died upon the 
earth. 
He was afterw ards 
brought back to earth to the sam e spot where 
he bad tallen dead. God told him he had been 
looking for a m ortal whom he could entrust 
w ith the mission of reform ing the world, and 
had decided on Quoitze <>w. 
"H aving been inform ed ot his mission, he set 
out to perform it. He taught the Iudians that 
they should work and avoid fighting, except in 
self-defense. Last sum m er the Indians told iiim 
th at unless it rained soon the crops would fail. 
He told them to go home, and in three davs 
there would be an abundant rainfall." 
Quoitze got his ideas irom a religious family 
w ith whom he had lived 
Chapm an thinks Quoitze is direotly to blam e 
for the uprising. 
CONDUCT OF THE INDIAN POLICE PRAJSED. 


W a s h in g t o n , December 22d.—The Commis­ 
sioner of Indian Affairs has received from In­ 
dian Agent M cLaughlin the report of the fight 
between the Indian police and the followers of 
Sitting Bull on the 15th instant, w hen the Chief 
was captured and killed. The report does not 
diiier m aterially from w hat already has been 
printed. The Agent Bpeaks in the very highest 
tei ms of the judgm ent and bravery of th e Indian 
police, and strongly urges that a generous al­ 
lowance be m ade for the families of those killed.

C ru iser N ew ark . 
D ela w a r e B r e a k w a t er, December 22d.— 
The cruiser Newark this evening returned from 
her trial trip, having successfully m aintained 
the horse-power and spetd for four hours. Un­ 
officially it is understood that the Newark ex­ 
ceeded 900-horse power, which will give the 
Cramps 350,000 prem ium . Nbe averaged a speed 
of 19.0 knots per hour. 
Shortly after starting it was discovered that 
the ship was running over a shoal, causing a 
drag and a consequent lessening of the speed of 
the screws. This lasted only a few minm es, but 
it was decided to run half an hour longer, so as 
to give a thoroughly fair trial. The day was 
perfect, w ith a breeze blowing 
sufficiently 
strong to produce “ white capa" 
For the purpose of accurately determ ining 
the horse-power of the m ain engines, the trial 
of four hours was divided into sixteen parts, of 
fifteen m inutes each. During the whole run 
there was not a m ishap, the engines averaging 
about 127 revolutions per m inute. 
N otw ith­ 
standing the extraordinary heat generated in 
the furnaces, the m axim um tem perature of the 
engine rooms was but 10t°. 
This afternoon was devoted to testing the 
quickness w ith which the ship could be stopped 
and backed while traveling at full speed, and 
also to show her steering and turning capabili­ 
ties. A complete turn was m ade in lour m in­ 
utes and forty-five seconds 
One m inute and 
thirty-five seconds covered the lim e from going 
ahead at full speed. The latter m ovem ent, or­ 
dinarily a great strain upon the engines, was 
accom plished without even starting a rivet. 
After turning, the trial ship steam ed back to 
Delaware Bay, and anchored inside the break­ 
water. 
Tbe naval officers on board are very en th u ­ 
siastic in praiseot the Newark, aud declare th a t 
she is one of tbe finest, if not the most stab e, 
ship yet build for the new navy.

T H E EXCLUSION ACT. 


C h in ese C an O nly b e Sent F rom W h en ce 
T h ey C am e. 
W ash in g to n. December 22d.—For some tim e 
p an it has been the practice ot the Treasury 
Departm ent to return to Chiua, at the Govern­ 
m ent's expense, ail Chinese laborers convicted 
of entering our territory iu violation o: the E x­ 
clusion Act. This applied to Chinam en sm ug­ 
gled over the M exican and Canadian borders, 
as well as those coming direct from China. 
A recent decision by Judge Maxey of the 
United States District Court of the Western Dis­ 
trict of T exas however, will, if sustained, com ­ 
pel a m aterial modification of this practice. It 
is in effect that tbe Government has no right 
under the law to send to ChiriH, Chinese labor­ 
ers who enter the United States from contiguous 
cuuulries. unless evidence is produced that they 
cam e from China; or, in other words, th at the 
language of the law authorizing their return 
"to the country whence they cam e" should, in 
such cases, be construed to m eau a contiguous 
country, and not China. 
In the case in question two Chinam en w ho 
had been convicted before the United States 
Commissioner of unlaw fully enteriug the United 
States from Mexico, were ordered to be deported 
to China at Government expense. T heir coun­ 
sel applied to Judge Maxey for a writ of habeas 
corpui, aud after hearing the evidence he 
ordered iheir release from custody, on the 
ground that tne Commissioner had exceeded 
nis authority iu ordering them sent to China. 
He held th at they coiild lawfully be seat to 
Mexico, and nowhere else. 
Reports from Special Treasury Agents are to 
the effect th at the adoption of the course sug­ 
gested by the Court would afford no relief w hat­ 
ever, as Chinam en returned to Mexico would 
rem ain in the viciuity, and come back into our 
territory at the first opportunity. 
Secretary Wlndotn and Assistant Secretary

Reagan replied th at the reason was th at In f ie 
reconstruction period the carpet-baggers m ade 
the blacks believe th at the w hites were th e 'r 
enemies, and arrayed the blacks iu oath-bound 
leagues to vote the Republicau ticket 
Higgins denied th at the problem o f manhood' 
sufl'rage ever had changed at the South. The 
peuduiz bill was m oderate, necessary and just. 
It would bring no more violence th an at pres­ 
ent. If it did, the Senators could not help it; 
they could not take the responsibility of retus- 
ing to do right because others would do wrong. 
Voorhees oppose'! the bill. The op n in g p art 
of his speech consisted of criticism cf President 
Harrison for th at portion of his message to 
Congress urging th e passage of tbe elections 
bill. “ If Mr. H arrison,” he said, "should u n ­ 
dertake to put upon the stage a school for 
hypocrisy, he could not do better than to dra­ 
m atize that portion of his message which re­ 
lated to fair and honest elections. The rank 
corruption of the election of 1SS5 was resting 
folded away in ‘blocks of five,’ and was still 
fresh and carefully preserved in the m iuds of 
the American people." 
Voorhees charged th at d-ithin sixty days after 
the incom ing of the present adm inistration an 
extensive, powerful aud corrupt couspiracv was 
formed to im port a certain class of voters'irom 
distant pa-ts of the country iuto Iudiana, West 
Y'irginia and Connecticut, in order to I ecu re 
m ajorities iu those States for the Republican 
ticket in 1892. Proof of it was published ia the 
New York ICorM on the 4th ot Ociober last 
including a letter from Houston, Treasurer of 
the United States, to Mr. Lindsay, a thor of tbe 
plan, "D eclaring him self heartily iu favor of 
the schem e,” and saying th at he would speak 
to the President about it. It was painful, Voor­ 
hees rem arked, to retlect th at a m an who knew 
Benjam iu Harrison better than any other m an 
in public life, aud had carried him and fortunes 
through the stormy and corrupt cam paign of 
158SJn Indiana, feit him self w arrauted in sub­ 
m itting for his consideration and approval a 
corrupt project for the overthrow of the honest 
resident majorities bv a shameless coloniz­ 
ation of black voters from tbe south, and

et th at m an (Houston) retained his high office, 
le had m et with no rebuke.

duced in connection w ith this scheme, Y'oorhees 
said he took no pleasure in com m enting on the 
nam es of m en connected w ith that conspiracy, 
but he would not rem ain silent even if the most 
exalted dignitaries of the Government were 
found conspiring, plotting and burrowing am id 
filth and corruption to overthrow the rightful 
m ajorities in Indiana, aud to place her people 
under ihe rule ol the lowest negro elem ent that 
could be bought and im ported irom th z South. 
Voorhees went on to resd letters from Quav and 
from some Republican Representatives from In- 
diaua approving of the colonization plan, as 
well as correspondence between L lnd'ay and 
his co-worker in the en U rpriee-W hi ehead ol 
North Carolina—giving some of the points of 
the plan, aud suggesting th at some five th o u ­ 
sand negroes from North Carolina m us’ be 
placed ia Indiana. 
In one ol the earliest 
cp’stles of Lindsay to his confederate, said 
Voorhees, the following rich and historic mor­ 
sel of adv ce and instruction was given : "Now. 
my dear friend, read this letter, w hich, I hope, 
will put you iu better spirits, and then, in the 
language of one of our greatest statesm en, burn 
this letter. Do not tear it up, but burn It." 
Voorhees spoke at length against the elec’ion 
bill. He appealed for fair play to the South, 
aud declared th at in every one of the Southern 
States the negroes had received more ana 
higher political honors than in all the N orthern 
States put together. 
Hoar, at 6 f . st., moved th at the Senate take a 
recess u ntil 8 o'clock, ‘th e vote was yeas, 2); 
nays, 5—no quorum. 
Hoar said that he had noticed th a t since the 
m otion a num ber ol Democratic Senators left 
the cham ber, aud others did not vote.

There 
will, therefore, be much additional time 
gained in which to receive news and send 
it to print, and as a result our readers 
will be given the great benefit of much 
more extended telegraphic news reports 
and accounts of local events happening at 
or after an hour at which the R ecord- 
U nion has heretofore b°en sent to press.

The Board of State Prison Directors met 
last evening at the Golden Eagle Hotel. 
There were present Directors Devlin, Sonn­ 
tag, De Pne and Reddy. 
W arden Anil, of the Folsom Prison, ap­ 
peared before the Board, and exhibited 
som e plans be had prepared for providing 
m ore cells and larger dining-rooms at the 
prison. 
He said accommodations for 300 
would be added in this m anner. He pro­ 
posed to place a bill before the Legislature 
asking for an appropriation for the work, 
and desired to keep the Board Informed as 
to his movements. 
Director Reddy, to whom was referred 
the petition of convict John Harris, who is 
under double sentence, made his report. 
H arris received two sentences, each for 
seven years, which he claims is illegal, and 
demanded that he be released at the ex­ 
piration of seven years. Director Reddy’s 
report was to the effect that H arris m ast 
serve out his fourteen years—the second 
sentence to begin immediately upon the ex­ 
piration of the first. 
A num ber of bills then came up for the 
consideration of the Board, and among 
them was one for nearly $000 for furnish­ 
ing up the new guards' and officers' quar­ 
ters at the Ssn Qoeatin ptison. 
Director Sonutag objected to the payment 
of this bill. 
“ W hat are the grounds of your objec­ 
tion?" asked Director Reddy. 
“It was not authorized bv this Board,” 
replied Mr. Sonntap. “I think," he con­ 
tinued, “it is about time for the W arden 
at Ssn Quen'in to Iea;n that he must con­ 
sult this Board before entailing such ex­ 
pense a? this.” 
“Is that the only objection?” 
“ That's my objection.” 
Mr. Reddy said hecoaidsee nothing wrong 
w ith the prices of the carnets and other 
articles furnished, and was sure that they 
were cheap. The State would receive the 
benefit, and to refuse to pay for the articles 
would only be a rebuke to the Warden, 
w hile the real sufferer would be the firm 
which sold the goods. 
Air. Reddy said 
he understood the rule had always been 
that the W arden could order such improve­ 
m ents. 
“Yes,” added Mr. Sonntag, “he made 
the rule himself.” Mr. Sonntag then went 
on to say that Warden McComb had been 
m aking a practice of ignoring the Board of 
Directors in all matters. The W arden had 
been spoken to a num ber of times about 
expenses, but the whole policy of the San 
Quentin Prison administration had been to 
ignore the Directors. Rules had been laid 
down for the government cf the prison, but 
the W arden paid no attention to them. 
There was too much extravagance, and it 
was all brought about by the Warden as­ 
sum ing too much control over the pur­ 
chases. 
Mr. Reddy was not inclined to defend 
W arden McComb, but he insisted that, be­ 
cause the W arden had erred, it was no rea­ 
son why an innocent merchant should 
suffer—upon whom the blow would fall 
heaviest. 
A le D g tb y discussion between the two 
Directors followed. 
Finally Mr. DePue moved that the bill 
be paid. 
He said the W arden could be 
reached in some other m anner than by re­ 
pudiating the claim of a merchant. 
The motion was carried, Sonntag alone 
voting in tbe negative. 
Upon Director Devlin’s suggestion, a 
fornif-.l order was made to the effect that 
in the future the W ardens should not, 
w ithout previously consulting the Directors, 
m ake any purchases exceeding in value $50. 
T he claim of Prison Hospital Steward 
McG&nn, for $96 70—for time host while 
suffering from small pox contracted at the 
hospital—was allowed, and the Board then 
adjourned, to meet again to-day at the lone 
celebration.

In the wrangle various motions were put 
and seconded, and when tranquillity was 
restored Trustee McLaughlin declared that 
his motion to lay the m atter over had been 
carried. 
The Mayor did not understand it that 
way, and Trustee W olf did not know what 
order had been passed. 
V. S. McClatchy, of the Bee. addressed 
tbe Board, and urged that the bids be 
opened. There had been ao informaiitv, 
and no showing made why the bids should 
be laid over. If the Board wished it could 
reject the bids, but should at least open 
them. 
Joseph P. W iseman, representing the 
R e c o rd U n c x , also requested that the 
Board open the bids. He thought there 
was no reason for postponing tbe action. 
Trustee W olf then moved that the for­ 
mer vote be reconsidered, and his motion 
was carried by his own aDd the Mayor's 
vote. 
Trustee McLaughlin was 
determined, 
however, to delay the opening of the bids, 
and demanded that the committee ap­ 
pointed to report on the m atter of city 
advertising make 
their 
returns to the 
Board. 
The Mayor and Trustee W olf said that 
the committee appointed were not to fix a 
rate for advertising, but to look into tbe 
matter of furnishing supplies for the city 
prison. 
The Mayor moved that the 
bids be 
opened. 
Trustee McLaughlin moved to amend by 
laying the m atter over for one week. 
The motion to amend was lost, but Mc­ 
Laughlin changed his vote, and gave no­ 
tice that he would move to reconsider the 
m atter next Monday. 
'I want this thing laid over,” said he. 
“I want to hear a report from the commit­ 
tee before we open these bids.” 
Clerk McKee read the minutes of a pre­ 
vious meeting, and they showed that the 
committee had been appointed to set a 
price for advertising. 
Mr. W iseman wanted to know if the 
committee intended to open the bids be­ 
fore they were presented to the Board. 
Mr. McLaughlin answered n o ; and to 
the question: “ W hat can tbe committeedo 
if they cannot see the bids?” no 
satis­ 
factory answer was given. 
The Mayor declared that the majority of 
tbe Board wanted the bids opened, and he 
then proceeded to carry cut th6 wish. The 
bids were opened and read. 
Mr. McLaughlin was asked if he had any 
suggestions to make, and turning to the 
Mayor he said : 
“I guess you’re running this thing, but 
I'll see that you don't have things all your 
own way.” 
After several other motions were put and 
carried, the Mayor explained that, as the 
matter stood, the bids were to be placed on 
file, and action would be taken on them 
next Monday, after the committee had ex­ 
amined and reported on them. 


TEE GATES AJAR. 


G o v e rn o r W a te rm a n P u ttin g in S tro n g 
L ic k s in th e P a rd o n L in e. 
Governor W aterman granted two more 
pardoDS y esterd ay , and made one com­ 
mutation of sentence. 
E. E. Howard, a school teacher, who 
was convicted of assault in Stanislaus 
county in September, I8S9, and sentenced 
to pay a fine of $300 or serve the same 
number of days in prison, was granted a 
pardon, 
the 
following 
reasons 
being 
assigned for the exercise of the executive 
power: 
“ The offense was a merely technical one. 
no injury having been done to the person 
on whom tbe assault was made, and the 
trouble, such as it was, was promoted by a 
spirit of fun, rather than any desire to do 
personal injury. Howard belongs to a 
most respectable family, is a school teacher 
by profession, and is looked upon by his 
friends and neighbors as an industrious 
and well-behaved young m an. I am in 
receipt of letters from George W. Schell, J. 
D. Spencer and C. C. W right, advocating 
and urging his pardon; also, a petition 
signed by nine of the jurors and many of 
the 
prom inent 
citizens cf 
Stanislaus 
county.” 
A LIFE-TIM EB LET OUT. 
Robert Darr was also pardoned. 
He was 
convicted of murder in Mendocino county 
in October, 1831, and sentenced to life im ­ 
prisonment. The Governor says: 
“D arr’s pardon is recommended by T. B. 
McFarland, J. R. Sharpstein, Van fe. Pat­ 
terson, Charles N. Fox and James D. 
Thornton, Associate Justices of tbe Su­ 
preme Court; the entire jury, who state 
that Darr wa3 convicted solely on circum­ 
stantial evidence, and that there is some 
doubt as to his guilt; by Archibald Yell, 
the District Attorney who prosecuted the 
case; J. M. Standley, Sheriff; J. A. Cooper, 
J. H. Seawell, S. S. McGarvey, and Sara. D. 
Paxton, County Clerk, all of whom state 
that from information obtained since the 
trial they do not believe that Darr was 
guilty of tne crime.” 


BERTOS’S SEXTESCE COMMUTED. 
The sentence of W illiam Berton, con­ 
victed of robbery in September, 1890, in El 
Dorado county, was commuted from ten 
years to one year. The Governor says: 
"Imm ediately after his arrival at the 
prison Berton solicited an interview with 
Warden Anil anil Jam es B. Hume, special 
officer of W ells, Fargo & Co., at which üe 
informed them that if executive clemency 
were exercised in his behalf he wonld fur­ 
nish information which wonld lead to the 
apprehension of two notorions convicts, 
Charles H. Thorn and George Shinn, who 
bad escaped from prison and were at that 
time at large. Such information was given, 
and Thorn and Shinn ¡were captured, andas 
a reward for (Qrning State's evidence, as it 
were, and as an inducemeLt to othera of 
tba criminal element, and at the reqaaat of 
tbe officers above named, I grant the com 
m utation.”

REGARDING TEXT-B00KS. 


D ifficulty in G e ttin g H ie r a in S om e o f tb e 
R e m o te C o u n ties. 
A correspondent of a Modoc county 
paper makes a complaint that the State 
school-book series cannot be had there in 
quantities to supply the demand. H e says 
it is impossible, a3 the law now stands, to 
keep the children 
supplied with text­ 
books. Merchants will not keep them, 
because they lose money on them . Dis­ 
trict clerks do not or cannot order them as 
they are needed. Therefore, much valu­ 
able time is lost to the children in waiting 
for a supply. The writer visited several 
schools lately where there would be only 
one book for a class of six or seven 
children. Another class had one history; 
the teacher would read the lesson to the 
class, and let them get what information 
they could in that way, and by each pupil 
having the book for a short time to look 
over the lesson. Ot course their minds 
would have to be very active or they would 
get very little benefit. 
He suggests that an amendm ent be made 
to the law, so that a supply of books could 
be kept a t each county seat in the outside 
counties, th a t th ey might be in reach o f all. 
Or allow merchants a fair per cent, to pay 
freight am i in terest, so that they would 
keep them in s ’ock. 
There is a defect 
somewhere, h e thinks, and that the Leg's- 
lature ought to be able to remedy "the 
matter.

After the City Trustees had temporarily 
disposed of the city advertising m atter 
yesterday, the Mayor read a communica­ 
tion received, signed by property-owners on 
Tenth street, from N to R, protesting 
against the m anner in which the street 
had been graded. 
They claim that the 
work was not performed in accordance 
with the contract, and also that the assess­ 
m ent was not properly or correctly levied. 
On motion of Trustee McLaughlin, next 
Monday afternoon was sat as a tim e for 
hearing arguments of the property-owners 
and also the contractors. 
A remonstrance was received against the 
construction of a sewer in the alley be­ 
tween J and K, Twenty-first and Twenty- 
second streets. Referred to the Street Com­ 
missioner. 
Wallace Doan complained to the Board 
that the stench arising from the Seven­ 
teenth-street sewer was still, and always 
has been, a nuisance to residents in the 
southeastern portion of the city. 
On motion of Trustee McLaughlin, the 
m atter was referred to Dr. Nichols, the 
Health Officer. 
City Superintendent of Schools, Albert 
Hart, returned to the Board several bills 
which had been presented to the Board of 
Education for street grading in front of 
school property. H e stated that the Board 
of Education bad no money with which 
to pay the bills, and (specially bills for 
work done for the citv’s benefit. The City 
Trustees had refused to give them the 
amount asked for when the tax levy was 
made, and the result was that the funds of 
the School Department were badly crip­ 
pled. The Board of Education bad al­ 
ready drawn on next year's funds to the 
extent of $3,000. If the Trustees had con­ 
firmed the sale of the Perry Seminary 
building, for $10,000, the Board of Educa­ 
tion would have bad no tr juble in meeting 
all expenses, street work included. 
Trustee McLaughlin moved that tbe de­ 
mands be returned to the School Board 
with the request that it pay its bills. 
A resolution of intention was passed to 
construct an eight-inch iron-stone pipe 
sewer in the alley between K and L, Six­ 
teenth and Seventeenth streets. 
^ An order was passed allowing R. S. Carey 
$547 18, that being one-fourth the cost cf 
grading and graveling the car track on O 
street, from Tenth to Twenty-third street. 
Trustee Wolf suggested that some men 
senf out to fill the gopher holes in the 
east levee. 
Trustee McLaughlin stated that he had 
already ordered four men to work on the 
levee, and his action was approved. 
A resolution of intention was passed to 
grade and pave with granite blocks the 
alley between K and .L, Fourth and Fifth 
streets. 
After allowing the usual batch of bills 
the Board adjourned.
